from  Jefferson  street  to  Brackenridge  street.  Said  street  when  widened 

to  have  a uniform  width  of  50  feet: 

Said  street  to  be  widened  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for 
street  purposes  a piece  of  land  described  as  follows,  to-wit. 

Commencing  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Brackenridge  street  and 
Pulton  street,  thence  east  34  feet,  thence  north  to  the  south  line  of 
Jefferson  street,  thence  west  along  the  south  line  of  Jefferson  street 
to  Pulton  street,  thence  south  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

All  as  shown  by  the  plan  of  such  proposed  widening  of  Pulton 
street  above  dewcribed  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  said  city.
